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CHAIRMAN'S LETTER

n April, Governor Greitens signed Executive 

Order 17-11 creating a task force “to study 

all existing boards and commissions, 

determine whether each board and 
commission is necessary, effective, and 
efficient, and make recommendations that 
will improve and streamline the existing 
system.” The Governor’s task force consisted 
of 12 members and was co-chaired by the 
Lieutenant Governor and the Director of 
Boards and Commissions. The goals for the 
task force were: 


a. Evaluate the purpose and necessity of each existing board and 
commission; 

b. Determine the cost-effectiveness of each board and commission 
by considering their governmental, economic, and societal costs 
and benefits; 

c. Identify opportunities to eliminate or consolidate boards and 
commissions; 

d. Identify opportunities to modify the size, mission, and structure 
of boards and commissions; 

e. Identify opportunities to reduce barriers to entry in occupational 
licensing programs; and,

f. Recommend comprehensive executive and legislative reform 
proposals to the Governor no later than October 31, 2017. 


The task force began fact finding by conducting a survey of boards 
and commissions and having five public meetings. The survey 
was seeking information on board meeting frequency, amount of 
action items, revenue and expenses, and maybe most importantly, 
asking a question about identifying public safety components 
to the board. Our Board staff as well as staff from the Division of 
Professional Registration were very well prepared and were able to 
answer requests for information from the task force. At the time of 
this writing, the task force has issued a draft report, and the good 
news is that there are no recommended changes at this time for the 
structure of our Board. 


Also contained in the task force report is a recommendation to “Pass 
legislation that would mandate an automatic fee reduction if funds 
reach two times more than their yearly/biennial budgets.” | am 


very proud of how our Board has managed its finances through my 
time on the Board. In the last 8 years, we have lowered individual 
licensees’ biennial renewal fees from $100 to $35 and corporate 
biennial renewal fees from $200 to $50 by looking for efficiencies 
and cost saving measures. As one example, this electronic newsletter 
saves approximately $76,000 in printing and mailing cost annually. 
In my conversations with other board members involved with NCARB, 
NCEES, or CLARB, | frequently hear from other boards that they are 
amazed at our low renewal fees. Our Board Members strongly believe 
in keeping our fees as low as possible while maintaining a healthy 
fund balance and saving for a rainy day in case of issues such as the 
Hyatt disaster in the early 1980’s.

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By: James C. (JC) Rearden, AIA, CSI, Division Chair 


t is the responsibility of every licensed 

professional to know the laws and rules 

that govern his or her practice and yet, so 

often, our Board hears a defendant (when 
appearing before the Board in a hearing) 
offer the excuse that they were told to do 
it in the way that they were now defending. 
The direction is often claimed to have come 
from their colleagues (i.¢., everyone does 
it that way), their client, or from a code 
enforcement authority. Such reasoning is 
not a good defense. The statutes and rules 
are not difficult for a practicing licensee to understand. In fact, every 
two years when you renew your license you are certifying that you are 
familiar with the latest edition of Chapter 327, RSMo, as well as the 
latest edition of the Board Rules. The latest edition of Chapter 327, 
RSMo, and the Board Rules can be viewed at, or downloaded, from 
the Board’s website. The Board will even reward you with CEU credits 
for reading them and passing an online exam which can be taken 
from the Board's website. 


It is important to know that the law and rules change periodically to 
stay current with a profession whose practice is constantly evolving. 
And for those who have licenses in multiple states, it is a mistake 
to think that the laws and rules in one state are the same in other 
states. It is too easy for a licensee to become complacent in thinking 
that he or she knows the laws and rules that apply to their profession. 
A licensee should make it a routine to periodically read the statutes, 


rules and regulations of Missouri that pertain to his or her practice, 
as well as, those of any other state that they are working in. 


It is also important for a licensee to understand, when reading 
the Missouri law and rules that govern the practice of a design 
professional, it is possible for a client or an authority having 
jurisdiction (AHJ) to demand more than Missouri law and rules 
require, as long as their requirements are not in conflict. For example, 
Missouri’s law and rules are very specific in the ways the seal of a 
licensee may be applied to a document, but some jurisdictions will 
only accept the “wet seal” or “wet signature” of a licensee. In another 
example, there may be circumstances when it may be acceptable 
under Missouri law and rules for either of two professions to perform 
similar design work, but a client or AHJ may decide that they will 
accept the design services provided by only one of the professions. 
Neither example conflicts with Missouri law and rules; however; the 
situation would change and become a violation if the licensee sealed 
a document that he or she was not qualified to seal. 


Every year since becoming the Chair of the Architectural Division, | 
have used this particular edition of the Board’s newsletter to keep 
Missouri licensed architects informed of NCARB changes to the 
Bylaws that govern the procedures or qualifications for obtaining an 
architectural license. Since Missouri relies upon NCARB certification 
as part of its licensure approval process, | feel it is important to keep 
architects who are not NCARB members informed of such changes. 
This year, there were no changes to the Bylaws at NCARB’s annual 
meeting.

How did your Board become what it is 
today? 


Did you know that we have been in 
existence for 76 years? 


The Missouri Board for Architects, 
Professional Engineers, Professional Land 
Surveyors and Professional Landscape 
Architects (APEPLSPLA) is part of the 
Division of Professional Registration, within 
the Department of Insurance, Financial 
Institutions, and Professional Registration. 


Licensure of Architects and Professional Engineers was approved on 
August 2, 1941 and became effective on October 10, 1941 at which 
time the Missouri Board for Architects, Professional Engineers and 
Land Surveyors was created. The Board originally consisted of one 
Board Chair who had to be either an Architect or an Engineer, three 
Architects and three Engineers, one of whom had to also be a Land 
Surveyor. 


In 1986, three Land Surveying Division Members were added to the 
Board along with one Public Member making the total number of 
members 11. 


In 1989, the Landscape Architectural Council was formed and they 
started licensing landscape architects as a title act. 


In 2001, the law regulating the practice of architecture, engineering, 
land surveying and landscape architecture (Chapter 327, RSMo), was 
amended to merge the Landscape Architectural Council with the Board 
and also to allow a Professional Land Surveyor to serve as Board Chair. 


July 1, 2002 is the date of the official merger of the Landscape 
Architectural Council with the Board; thereby creating the Missouri 
Board for Architects, Professional Engineers, Professional Land 
Surveyors and Landscape Architects. This merger added three 
Landscape Architectural Members to the Board; however, the three 


members were limited to one collective vote. 


On August 28, 2009, the law was again amended to allow a Landscape 
Architect to serve as the Board Chair, it gave each member of the 
Landscape Architectural Division a vote, and it increased the number 
of engineers serving on the Board from three to four thus increasing 
the total number of Board Members from 14 to 15. 


On August 28, 2014, the law was further amended to change the title 
of Landscape Architects to Professional Landscape Architects and 
the Board’s name to the Missouri Board for Architects, Professional 
Engineers, Professional Land Surveyors and Professional Landscape 
Architects (APEPLSPLA). 


Who makes up the Board? 


APEPLSPLA currently consists of 15 members, a chairperson who can 
be either a licensed Architect, Professional Engineer, Professional Land 
Surveyor or Professional Landscape Architect; three Architects who 
constitute the Architectural Division; four Professional Engineers who 
constitute the Professional Engineering Division; three Professional 
Land Surveyors who constitute the Professional Land Surveying 
Division; and, three Professional Landscape Architects who constitute 
the Professional Landscape Architectural Division. Also included is a 
voting Public Member. 


What exactly does the Board do? 


APEPLSPLA’s vision is focused. “Leading the way to a safe and 
prosperous quality of life for the people of Missouri by protecting all 
people and their property from dishonest, incompetent or unlawful 
design practices and services.” 


Likewise, APEPLSPLA’s mission is simple. “To protect the health, safety 
and welfare of the citizens of Missouri through the regulation of the 
practice of architecture, engineering, land surveying, and landscape 
architecture.

APEPLSPLA’s values are listed below: 


¢ Dedicated to protecting the people and property in Missouri 

¢ Committed to transparency, integrity, and responsiveness 

¢ Concerned about professional standards and competence in 
design 

e Pursuing the accountability in licensing, adherence to 
professional standards, and fairness in disciplinary proceedings 

¢ Striving to communicate effectively with all stakeholders 


APEPLSPLA is established, defined and guided by Chapter 327, RSMo, 
and the Missouri Code of Regulations, Division 2030. APEPLSPLA 
took the initiative to review and suggest applicable edits to Chapter 
327, RSMo, which was updated and revised in 2014 to include new 
definitions such as “design coordination,” “design survey,” “incidental 
practice,” and “responsible charge.” These terms, although frequently 
used, had never been defined by statute. The necessary edits to the 
regulations in Division 2030 began immediately and is in the process 
of being reviewed and approved. 


APEPLSPLA represents the state of Missouri by licensing individuals 
and corporations who do architecture, engineering, land surveying, 
and landscape architecture in the state. As of December 31, 2016, 
this total number is 28,153 licensees (24,819 individuals and 3,334 
corporations) and 30,785 interns. 


APEPLSPLA meets face-to-face four times a year at different locations 
in Missouri. In addition, they communicate daily by email, phone, 
conference call, or letters. It is not unusual for a Board Member to 
spend several hours per week keeping up with information needed to 
conduct APEPLSPLA business. 


The Board Members of APEPLSPLA are also active participants 
representing Missouri in the national organization for their respective 
disciplines. The Architects are members of the National Council for 
Architectural Registration Boards (NCARB). NCARB is comprised of 
the architectural boards of all 50 states and those of the District of 
Columbia, Puerto Rico, Guam, the Virgin Islands, and the Northern 
Mariana Islands. The Professional Engineers and Professional Land 
Surveyors are members of the National Council of Examiners for 


Engineering and Surveying (NCEES). NCEES is comprised of 69 member 
licensing boards from each U.S. state, the District of Columbia, Guam, 
Puerto Rico, the U.S. Virgin Islands, and the Northern Mariana Islands. 
The Professional Landscape Architects are members of the Council 
of Landscape Architectural Registration Boards (CLARB). CLARB is 
comprised of the landscape architectural boards of all 50 states and 
those of the District of Columbia, Puerto Rico, Guam, the Virgin Islands 
and the Northern Mariana Islands. These associations of regulatory 
boards provide testing, data, information, and other services that their 
member boards may utilize, where permitted by state law, as they 
perform their licensing and regulatory duties. 


Just how does the Board operate? 


APEPLSPLA developed a Strategic Plan in 2016 to better position the 
Board to focus on the present and future direction needed in order 
to better serve the citizens of Missouri, streamline the processes 
dealing with licensees and educating the public, and in particular, the 
education institutions about licensure, professionalism, and ethics. 


APEPLSPLA is fiscally responsible and has reduced its fees six times in 
the last eight years. Our renewal fees are currently the lowest renewal 
fees in the nation, with the individual renewal fee at $35.00 and a 
corporate renewal fee at $50.00, for a two-year renewal. 


The fund balance needs to be healthy in order for the Board to perform 
the necessary work to protect the citizens of Missouri from dishonest, 
incompetent and/or unlawful design practices and services. One only 
has to remember the Hyatt Regency disaster in Kansas City, and the 
years of work by APEPLSPLA to see that those responsible were held 
accountable. APEPLSPLA was established as a self-funded Board by 
the legislature to protect the health, safety and welfare of all citizens 
of Missouri. It is important to remember the entire Board is completely 
funded from licensee fees and not state general revenue or collected 
civil penalties. APEPLSPLA has been very diligent in its financial 
management and will continue to do so in the future.

ormal regulation of 
professional landscape 
architects in Missouri is 
relatively young, beginning 
when the legislature created a Title 
Actin 1989; followed by enactment 
of legislation establishing the 
current Practice Act in 2001. 


Despite the fact that the work 
product of landscape architects 
surrounds us in our lives, and in 
just about every setting imaginable 
in our communities, | wasn’t 
consciously aware of much of it. 
However, | had reviewed the state 
law describing the scope of practice of landscape architects after 
| was appointed to the Board, so | was well aware that my hiring a 
landscaping contractor from time to time to install a bit of hardscape 
and some new plants in my garden was not landscape architecture. 
Although my garden did look wonderful! 


On Friday, September 8 - right as the new school year was getting 
underway - | had the pleasure of meeting with Rod Barnett, PhD, 
Chair of the accredited Master of Landscape Architecture program in 
the Sam Fox School of Design & Visual Arts at Washington University 
in St Louis to learn more about the profession. Professor Barnett 
also gave me a tour of the facilities; both on the main campus as 
well as at the Lewis Center located off-site where studio space is 
provided for students in the program. It was interesting to see what 
new students, already immersed in the curriculum, were doing that 
first week of classes. 


My visit to see the program at Washington University was not at the 
direction of the Board, but was a personal quest on my part to learn 
more about landscape architecture and how licensees protect the 
health, safety and welfare of the public - the threshold professions 
must meet before state legislatures establish licensure, the most 


stringent form of professional regulation imposed by a state. 


As our meeting began that afternoon | asked Professor Barnett 
about those services that, if not performed by landscape architects 
properly and up to generally accepted profession-wide standards, 
can adversely affect the health, safety and welfare of the public. 
After listening to him for an hour or so | realized that the breadth of 
services performed by landscape architects and the contribution of 
those services to the quality of our lives was far greater and more 
extensive than | imagined. He was quite eloquent in his passion for 
the work done by landscape architects and how communities can be 
transformed and improved. It didn’t take long for me to understand 
how the safety and welfare of the public was protected, but | was 
struggling a bit with how the health of the public was a factor. 


And then at some point during our meeting | had one of those “aha 
moments” where it occurred to me that my 25 year career in state 
government relations had inadvertently caused me to view protection 
of health through a micro lens. Based on my work revolving around 
legislation related to the licensing and regulation of healthcare 
professionals | had come to look at protecting the health of the public 
as making sure individual licensed healthcare providers did not harm 
individual patients. But, in the case of landscape architecture (and 
of course healthcare for that matter) Professor Barnett made me see 
that protection of the health of the public can also be defined through 
a macro lens. In other words, the health of entire communities and 
populations can be and are improved with properly applied principles 
of the profession. The role played by professional landscape 
architects in protection and even improvement of the health as well 
as the safety and welfare of communities is a valid reason for the 
state to ensure that landscape architects are educated, trained, and 
tested in both the art and science of landscape architecture before 
becoming licensed to practice independently. 


| was grateful for the time Professor Barnett spent with me and for 
the information and passion he shared about a profession that clearly 
delivers much more to assure the health, safety and welfare of entire 
communities and populations than | realized before | arrived that day.

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TITLE BLOCKS: IDENTIFY YOUR WORK [iit

he Code of Professional Conduct, at 20 CSR 2030-2.050(1), 

requires that “An architectural, engineering, land surveying, 

or landscape architectural entity shall incorporate a title block 

on all drawings, exhibits, plans, plats, maps, and surveys that 
are required to be signed and sealed by Chapter 327, RSMo, and 
these regulations.” 


An entity may be a company or an individual licensee, but in any 
event all projects which require a seal must also contain a title block. 


The Board has clarified that the requirement of a title block is not 
satisfied merely by including the required information somewhere on 
the page. The title block should be enclosed in an outline of some 
shape, usually a rectangle along one edge of the page or in one 
corner containing specific information within that outline. 


The elements required in a title block are specified in 20 CSR 2030- 
2.050(2). The title block must show: 


¢ Thename of the licensee either as sole proprietor, partnership, 
corporation, limited liability company, or other entity; 

e The licensee’s address and phone number; 

¢ The name or identification of project; 

¢ The address/location of project, including city or county and 
state; 

¢ The date prepared; 

¢ The printed name, discipline, and license number of the 
person sealing the document; and 


¢ The printed name, discipline, and certificate of authority 
number of the organizational entity, if any. 


It must also contain a space where the licensee’s seal, signature, 
and date are to be placed. 


It is essential that the title block contain the contact information for 
the person who seals the document and/or the entity with which that 
person is associated, not some other party. The Board has found title 
block violations where a licensee seals a document prepared by and 
showing in the title block some other entity, such as a professional 
engineer sealing a fire alarm plan showing an unlicensed fire 
protection company as the contact point in the title block. 


Licensees have also run into title block issues by sealing plans 
showing contact information for companies with which they are 
associated, but which do not hold a Missouri certificate of authority. 
If a licensed person is hired or employed by a company not holding 
a certificate of authority, the licensee should make sure his or her 
contact information is in the title block as a sole practitioner, as the 
rule clearly requires that the party identified in the title block be the 
“licensee.” 


The Board’s website offers some frequently asked questions and an 
example of a properly designed title block here.

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IMPORIANT INFORMATION REGARDING THE RENEWAL St 


OF YOUR LICENSE 


f you were originally licensed in an ODD year, you are due to renew 
your license by December 31st of this year. In fact, you should 
have already received a “Renewal Notice” around the first part of 
October reminding you to renew. 


Based on renewal statistics collected over the past several years, 
it has been documented that approximately 90% of our licensees 
had renewed their license online. Therefore, in an ongoing effort 
to keep your renewal fee one of the lowest in the nation, we opted 
again this year to send “Renewal Notices” reminding you to renew 
your license in lieu of the actual paper “Renewal Application.” The 
“Renewal Notice” provides a PIN number along with instructions on 
how to renew your license via the Board’s online renewal feature. 
By renewing online, you are provided with immediate confirmation 
that your license renewal has been received. It also allows you to 
pay your renewal fee with a major credit card. Both individuals and 
corporations can renew online. 


Although we strongly encourage you to renew your license online, 
we realize not everyone has that capability nor is the online renewal 
feature available for everyone. Online renewals are not available for 
the following licensees*: 


Licensees wishing to change their license status from active to 
inactive. 

Licensees who currently hold an inactive license and wish to 
return to an active status. 

Licensees who currently hold an inactive license and wish to 
remain inactive. 

Licensees who will have reached the age of 75 or older. 
Licensees renewing after 11:59 p.m. central standard time on 
December 31, 2017. 


*These licensees must complete and submit a paper renewal 
application. To request a paper renewal application, please call the 
Board office at (573) 751-0047.

In closing, we kindly remind you of the following: 


Renewal notices are mailed as a courtesy to all licensees. 
The renewal notice is mailed to your address of record on 
file at the Board office. If you move, it is your responsibility to 
notify the Board office of your new address promptly so that 
we can update your record. 

The Board cannot be responsible for misplaced or mishandled 
mail. 

Failure to receive a notice for renewal of a license or certificate 
of authority does not relieve the licensee or certificate holder 
from their duty to timely renew, nor does it relieve them from 
the obligation to pay any additional fee(s) necessitated by any 
late renewal. 


Itis the licensee’s responsibility to ensure that the renewal application 
is completed and submitted in a timely manner. The renewal period 
will end on December 31, 2017. A licensee who fails to renew his/her 
license by the renewal date shall not practice in Missouri. Licensees 
practicing in Missouri without a renewed license are subject to 
disciplinary action by the Board. 


If you are not sure when your license expires, you can either call the 
Board office, visit the Board’s website and click on “Licensee Search” 
via https://renew.pr.mo.gov/licensee-search.asp, or look at the 5 x 
7 certificate sent the last time you renewed--—-it will display your 
expiration date. 


NOTE: Section 324.010 - No Delinquent Taxes, Condition for Renewal of Certain 
Professional Licenses 


All persons and business entities renewing a license with the Division of Professional 
Registration are required to have paid all state income taxes and also are required 
to have filed all necessary state income tax returns for the preceding three years. If 
you have failed to pay your taxes or have failed to file your tax returns, your license 
will be subject to immediate suspension within 90 days of being notified by the 
Missouri Department of Revenue of any delinquency or failure to file. If your license 
is suspended for state income tax, you must stop practicing immediately and you 
cannot return to practice until your license is active again. If you have any questions, 
you may contact the Department of Revenue at 573-751-7200.

ngie Near is a professional engineer licensed in i 
Missouri and Kansas. She is one of the principals of 
the firm of Near and Farr, Inc., located in Leawood, eee 
Kansas. Near and Farr holds a certificate of authority 

as an engineering corporation in Kansas and is registered to 

do business as a foreign corporation with the Secretary of 

State of Missouri. 


Angie is a contributor to Pawsabilities, an animal shelter located 
in Little City, Missouri. She is approached by Dee Zeiner, a 
friend who is an active volunteer with the shelter and who owns 
DeeLight Designs, a residential design business in Little City. 
Dee explains that the shelter is building a new, larger facility 
designed to house 60 animals and 5-6 staff and several 
volunteers, along with a veterinary office with 3 employees. 
Dee states that she has drawn up a design including floor plan, 
elevations, and electrical, mechanical, and plumbing plans, 
covering about 10,000 square feet. However, the permits officer 
at the Little City planning office has informed her that plans 
sealed by a licensed professional are required before a building 
permit can be issued. Dee asks whether Angie will seal the plans 
on a pro bono basis as a contribution to the shelter. 


Angie reviews the plans and makes changes to bring various 


systems into compliance with the International Building Code, Zeiner as a drafter, and she worked on a design for another shelter in 
2015 Edition. Angie seals and signs the plans and sends them North Kansas City. He states that Pawsabilities approached him about 
back to Dee Zeiner, who gives them to the general contractor to designing a shelter, and he showed them the design, but the organization 
submit to the Little City planning office.

were returned, she sealed documents showing Near and Farr as 
the licensee. Because Near and Farr does not hold a certificate 
of authority as an engineering corporation in Missouri, it could 
not qualify as the “licensee” for title block purposes either. 


Assuming it was permissible for Angie to seal the plans, she 
could have placed her own information in the title block as a 
sole practitioner, rather than using the name of her unlicensed 
company. 


Practicing under an Unlicensed Organizational Name 


Near and Farr is registered to do business in Missouri with the 
Secretary of State of Missouri, but it does not hold a certificate 
of authority as an engineering company in Missouri issued by 
the Board under Section 327.401.2, RSMo. Therefore, it is 
ineligible to practice engineering in Missouri, and listing it as 
the responsible entity in the title block is a violation of both the 
title block rule and the prohibitions on unauthorized practice of 
architecture and professional engineering. 
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6) Dishonesty — use of stolen design 


A licensee who knowingly violated the intellectual property of 
another licensee by copying a design without attribution may 
commit fraud or dishonesty in the performance of a licensed 
profession, which violates Section 327.441.2(5), RSMo. In this 
case Angie did not know Dee Zeiner had copied her former 
employer’s design, but her failure to supervise each step of the 
design process exposes her to ethical issues. 


Board Rule 20 CSR 2030-13.010(1)(D) provides for circumstances 
under which a successor licensee can seal plans where a prior 
licensee is unavailable to complete the work, or the work is a site 
adaptation of a standard design drawing or a design sealed by an 
out-of-jurisdiction licensee. However, this requires the licensee to 
take responsible charge by performing all professional services 
including developing a complete design file with work or design 
criteria, calculations, code research, and any necessary and 
appropriate changes to the work. The licensee must also take 
complete personal responsibility for the work product.

Summary: On December 8, 2014, the Board revoked the professional engineer’s license of Stephen P. Maslan. Mr. Maslan was the owner 
and principal of Stephen P. Maslan and Company, an engineering firm located in Kansas City, Missouri. After his revocation, Mr. Maslan 
discussed with Mr. Hawkins whether Mr. Hawkins would serve as the managing agent for architectural projects by Stephen P. Maslan and 
Company. Under the arrangement reached between Messrs. Hawkins and Maslan, Mr. Maslan was the point of contact for clients referred 
to Mr. Hawkins through Stephen P. Maslan and Company. Under the arrangements reached between Messrs. Hawkins and Maslan, Mr. 
Maslan and employees of Stephen P. Maslan and Company performed structural engineering and drafting work in Stephen P. Maslan and 
Company’s office as well as they reviewed the work at Mr. Maslan’s office. On or about August 22, 2014, Mr. Hawkins filed with the Board 
an application for issuance of a certificate of authority as an architectural corporation on behalf of Stephen P. Maslan and Company. At the 
top of Page 2 of the application, the form quoted the language of 20 CSR 2030-10.010(2) that, “The managing agent shall be an owner 

or officer of a corporation, or member of a limited liability company, or a full-time employee of a corporation or a limited liability company.” 
Beneath this language, the managing agent is required to affirm that “as managing agent, | will be responsible for... Assurance that the firm 
institutes and adheres to policies that are in accordance with Chapter 327, RSMo, and/or 20 CSR 2030.” Mr. Hawkins signed as managing 
agent below this language. At the time, Mr. Hawkins signed the application it was the initial plan that he would be a full-time employee, and 
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do 100% of the projects. However, Mr. Hawkins never became an owner, officer, or full-time employee of Stephen P. Maslan and Company. 
Mr. Hawkins has never been paid a salary or a partnership distribution by Stephen P. Maslan and Company, but initially Mr. Hawkins thought 
that he was to be paid a salary and he invoiced his time. Mr. Hawkins signed a statement affirming that he would assure that Stephen P. 
Maslan and Company was in compliance with all statutes and regulations of the Board. However, as the intent for him to become a full-time 
employee did not come to pass, Mr. Hawkins did not meet the qualifications for a managing agent. During his association with Stephen 

P. Maslan and Company, Mr. Hawkins worked on approximately twelve projects referred to him by Stephen P. Maslan and Company. On 
projects that Mr. Hawkins performed in cooperation with Stephen P. Maslan and Company, most of the preparation and drafting work was 
done in the offices at Stephen P. Maslan and Company located at 8011 Paseo, Suite 201, Kansas City, Missouri. Mr. Hawkins’ primary office 
was not in the Stephen P. Maslan and Company office, but in his office located at 2 West 52nd Street, Kansas City, Missouri. Some of the 
work was performed by Stephen P. Maslan and Company staff at the Paseo office, and it was reviewed by Mr. Hawkins at Stephen P. Maslan 
and Company offices under Mr. Hawkins’ immediate personal supervision. Mr. Hawkins did not amend the application, or notify the Board 
when the initial plan of partnership or full time employment did not come to fruition. By failing to correct the statement that he was qualified 
to serve as Managing Agent of Stephen P. Maslan and Company when he never qualified by reason of being an owner, member, or full- 

time employee, Mr. Hawkins made a false statement in connection with obtaining issuance of a certificate of authority, which is cause for 
discipline under Section 327.441.2, RSMo. 


Cause for Discipline: The Board had cause for disciplining Mr. Hawkins’ architectural license under Section 327.441.2(3), RSMo, by use 


of fraud, deception, misrepresentation or bribery in securing any license or certificate of authority issued pursuant to this chapter or in 
obtaining permission to take any examination given or required pursuant to this chapter; Section 327.441.2(6), RSMo, by violation of, or 
assisting or enabling any person to violate, any provision of this chapter, or of any lawful rule or regulation adopted pursuant to this chapter; 
and, Section 327.441.2(10), RSMo, by assisting and enabling any person to practice or offer to practice any profession licensed or regulated 
by this chapter who is not licensed and currently eligible to practice pursuant to this chapter. 


Board Action: Mr. Hawkins signed a Settlement Agreement with the Board agreeing to his architectural license being placed on probation 
for a period of two years commencing on August 2, 2017 and ending on August 1, 2019.

Summary: On April 28, 2016, Mr. Mar signed a Consent Order with the West Virginia Board of Registration for Professional Engineers, both 
as to his personal license and as to the certificate of authorization of Mar Structural Design.

Mr. Mar admitted that he violated West Virginia 
statutes by working on a West Virginia project before he had a professional engineering license and before Mar Structural Design had a 
certificate of authorization. Thereafter, Mr. Mar agreed to pay civil penalties of $250 each for himself and for Mar Structural Design, LLC, 

in full settlement of the charges against him. On October 14, 2016, Mr. Mar renewed his Missouri license using the Board’s online renewal 
system. One of the items in the online renewal process asks the licensee to indicate agreement with the statement, “In any other licensing 
jurisdiction, | have not been the subject of disciplinary action, or entered into any type of settlement agreement, providing for any limitation 
on my ability to practice, or monetary penalty or payment of costs that | have not previously disclosed to this Board.” Mr. Mar selected a box 
indicating his agreement with the statement. Mr. Mar’s agreement with this statement constituted a representation that he had not been 
the subject of any disciplinary action in another jurisdiction which had not been disclosed to the Missouri Board. 


Cause for Discipline: The Board had cause for disciplining Mr. Mar’s professional engineering license under Section 327.441.2(3), RSMo, 


by use of fraud, deception, misrepresentation or bribery in securing any license or certificate of authority issued pursuant to this chapter or 
in obtaining permission to take any examination given or required pursuant to this chapter; and, Section 327.441.2(8), RSMo, by disciplinary 
action against the holder of a license or a certificate of authority, or other right to practice any profession regulated by this chapter granted 
by another state, territory, federal agency or country upon grounds for which revocation or suspension is authorized in this state. 


Board Action: On May 23, 2017, Mr. Mar signed a Settlement Agreement with the Missouri Board agreeing to his Professional Engineering 
license #PE-2016010967 being placed on probation for a period of one year commencing on June 21, 2017 and ending on June 20, 2018. 


ATHEY, BRADFORD NEAL, A-2015017495 
Lenexa, Kansas 


Summary: On April 25, 2008, Bradford Neal Athey filed an application with the Missouri Board for licensure as an architect. As part of the 
application, Mr. Athey truthfully answered “no” when asked if he had ever been convicted of any crimes and when asked if there existed 
any criminal charges pending against him. Thereafter, the Board approved Mr. Athey’s application subject to his passing the Architect 
Registration Examination® (A.R.E.®) by letter dated May 12, 2008. Mr. Athey took various sections of the A.R.E.® between 2010 and 
2014, passing six and failing one. On May 13, 2013, Mr. Athey pleaded guilty to tampering with computer data in violation of Section 
569.096.1, RSMo, a Class A misdemeanor. The court suspended imposition of sentence and placed Mr. Athey on probation for two years, 
with conditions. Mr. Athey successfully completed his probation and received his discharge on May 12, 2015. On May 18, 2015, Mr. Athey 
received notice that he passed the final section of the A.R.E.®. Based on notice of Mr. Athey’s passage of the A.R.E.®, on June 5, 2015, the 
Missouri Board issued Mr. Athey’s certificate of licensure. On December 28, 2015, Mr. Athey filed an application to renew his architectural 
license. Question 1 on the renewal application asked, in part, if Mr. Athey has “been finally adjudicated and found guilty or entered into 

a plea of guilty in a criminal prosecution...that you have not previously disclosed to this Board.” Mr. Athey answered “yes” to Question 1. 
Question 1 represented the first time that the Board affirmatively asked a question which required Mr. Athey to disclose the suspended 
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imposition of sentence entered by the court on May 13, 2013, as referenced above. While Mr. Athey truthfully answered all questions asked 
of him as part of the application and renewal processes, the Board did not know of the criminal charges against Mr. Athey or his plea of 
guilty prior to its decision to grant licensure on June 5, 2015. 


Cause for Discipline: The Board had cause for disciplining Mr. Athey’s architectural license under Section 327.441.2(11), RSMo, because 


his license was issued under a material mistake of fact, to wit, the Board’s lack of knowledge of his guilty plea to criminal charges. 


Board Action: On July 25, 2017, Mr. Athey signed a Settlement Agreement with the Missouri Board agreeing to his architectural license #A- 
2015017495 being placed on probation for a period of two years commencing on August 16, 2017 and ending on August 15, 2019. 


PROBATION AND CIVIL PENALTY 


GOEL, RAM A., PE-2012028374 
SONEY FM, LLC, E-2012036929 
Tampa, Florida 


Summary: Ram A. Goel is the President and Managing Agent for Soney FM, LLC. Mr. Goel holds a license as a professional engineer and 
Soney FM, LLC holds a certificate of authorization as an engineering firm in the state of Ohio, which was issued by the Ohio Board. On April 
13, 2016, Mr. Goel, as managing agent for Soney FM, LLC, signed a settlement agreement for discipline of Soney FM, LLC’s certificate 

of authorization with the Ohio Board. In the settlement agreement, Mr. Goel stipulated that Soney FM, LLC had provided professional 
engineering services on four projects located in Ohio without possessing an active certificate of authorization to offer or perform 
professional engineering services in Ohio. Mr. Goel admitted that this conduct violated Ohio law regarding registration of engineering 

firms. Mr. Goel agreed to pay a fine to the state of Ohio in the amount of $500. The settlement agreement was accepted by the Ohio Board 
and became a final order of discipline on May 17, 2016. On October 11, 2016, Mr. Goel renewed Soney FM, LLC’s Missouri certificate of 
authority using the Board’s online renewal system. One of the items in the online renewal process asks the licensee to indicate agreement 
with the following statement: “In any other licensing jurisdiction, my corporation has not been the subject of disciplinary action, or entered 
into any type of settlement agreement, providing for any limitation on the corporation’s ability to practice, or monetary penalty or payment 
of costs that | have not previously disclosed to this Board.” Mr. Goel selected a box indicating his agreement with the statement as to Soney 
FM, LLC. Therefore, Mr. Goel did not reveal the Ohio discipline either in or prior to his online renewal of Soney FM, LLC’s Missouri certificate 
of authority. 


Cause for Discipline: The Board had cause for disciplining Mr. Goel’s professional engineering license because of his failure to reveal 


discipline against Soney FM, LLC’s certificate of authority in Ohio under the terms of Section 327.441.2(3), RSMo, which allows for discipline 
for false statements in securing any license or certificate of authority issued pursuant to Chapter 327, RSMo. The Board had cause for 
disciplining Soney FM, LLC’s engineering corporate certificate of authority under Section 327.441.2(8), RSMo, which allows for discipline of 
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a license or certificate of authority in another jurisdiction upon grounds for which discipline is authorized in this state. The Board also had 
cause for disciplining Soney FM, LLC’s engineering certificate of authority under Section 327.441.2(6), RSMo, by performing professional 
engineering services without a certificate of authority. 


Board Action: Both parties consented to the entry of record and approval of the Joint Stipulation of Facts, Waiver of Hearings, and Consent 
Order and to the termination of any further proceedings before the Administrative Hearing Commission. Thereafter, Mr. Goel was placed on 
probation for a period of six (6) months commencing on September 11, 2017 and ending on March 10, 2018. Soney FM, LLC was placed on 
probation for a period of six (6) months commencing on September 11, 2017 and ending on March 10, 2018. In addition, Soney FM, LLC 
was ordered to pay $500 in civil penalties, which shall be handled in accordance with the provisions of section 7 of article IX of the Missouri 
Constitution. In determining the amount the Board decided to impose on Soney FM, LLC, it considered the deterrent affect the penalty would 
have, the circumstances that led to the violations, the severity of the violation and risk to the public, the economic benefits gained by Soney 
FM, LLC, and the interests to the public. Within 60 days of the date of the Order, Soney FM, LLC shall issue a cashier’s check or money order 
in the amount of $500 made payable to Eric Peters, Cole County Treasurer, Cole County, Missouri, for payment to the county school fund. 
Through counsel, Mr. Goel paid the $500 civil penalty to the Treasurer for Cole County.

BLEW & ASSOCIATES, P.C., E-2017018509

Summary: On January 23, 2017, Blew & Associates, P.C. filed an application for certificate of authority for a Foreign For-Profit Corporation 
with the Secretary of State of Missouri, in which it listed as its specific purpose “land surveying and civil engineering.” By stating in its 
application that it provides “civil engineering,” Blew & Associates, P.C. held itself out as willing and able to render services defined a 
professional engineering, which under the terms of Section 327.181.1, RSMo, constitutes the practice of professional engineering in 
Missouri, in violation of Section 327.191, RSMo. Thereafter, on June 6, 2017, Blew & Associates, P.C. filed an application with the Missouri 
Board for a certificate of authority to provide professional engineering services in the state of Missouri. 


Cause for Discipline: Cause exists for the Board to deny Blew & Associates, P.C.’s application for an engineering certificate of authority 


pursuant to Section 327.441.2(6), RSMo, by violation of, or assisting or enabling any person to violate, any provision of this chapter, or 
of any lawful rule or regulation adopted pursuant to this chapter; and, Section 327.441.2(10), RSMo, by assisting or enabling any person 
to practice or offer to practice any profession licensed or regulated by this chapter who is not licensed and currently eligible to practice 
pursuant to this chapter. 


Board Action: In lieu of denial of Blew & Associates, P.C.’s application for an engineering certificate of authority, the Board authorized a 
probated license to be issued to Blew & Associates, P.C. Thereafter on June 8, 2017, the Board issued an Order to Blew & Associates, P.C. to 
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pay $500 in civil penalties, which shall be handled in accordance with the provisions of section 7 of article IX of the Missouri Constitution. 

In determining the amount the Board decided to impose on Blew & Associates, P.C., it considered the deterrent affect the penalty would 
have, the circumstances that led to the violations, the severity of the violation and risk to the public, the economic benefits gained by Blew 
& Associates, P.C., and the interests to the public. Within 6O days of the date of the Order, Blew & Associates, P.C. shall issue a cashier’s 
check or money order in the amount of $500 made payable to Treasurer of Pettis County, Missouri, Attn: Kim Lyne, Pettis County Treasurer, 
Pettis County, Missouri, for payment to the county school fund. Upon payment of the civil penalties, the engineering certificate of authority 
shall be considered in good standing. On or about August 22, 2017, the Board received a cashier’s check in the amount of $500 for the civil 
penalties from Blew & Associates, P.A. On August 24, 2017, the Board mailed the $500 money order to Kim Lyne, Treasurer of Pettis County, 
Missouri, for payment to the county school fund. Blew & Associates, P.A.’s engineering certificate of authority, number E-2017018509 is 
now considered in good standing.

Summary: On January 23, 2017, Blew & Associates, P.C. filed an application for certificate of authority for a Foreign For-Profit Corporation 
with the Secretary of State of Missouri, in which it listed as its specific purpose “land surveying and civil engineering.” By stating in its 
application that it provides “land surveying,” Blew & Associates, P.C. held itself out as willing and able to render services defined as 
professional land surveying, which under the terms of Section 327.272.1, RSMo, constitutes the practice of professional land surveying in 
Missouri. Buckley Blew, PLS-2015000225, president of Blew & Associates, P.C. performed an ALTA/ACSM Land Title Survey on a property 
at 700 South Massachusetts Avenue, Sedalia, Pettis County, Missouri, which listed in the title block that the survey was prepared by Blew 
& Associates, P.C., which did not hold a certificate of authority to perform professional land surveying in Missouri, in violation of Section 
327.281, RSMo. Thereafter, on June 6, 2017, Blew & Associates, P.C. filed an application with the Missouri Board for a certificate of 
authority to provide professional land surveying services in the state of Missouri. 


Cause for Discipline: Cause exists for the Board to deny Blew & Associates, P.C.’s application for a land surveying certificate of authority 


pursuant to Section 327.441.2(6), RSMo, by violation of, or assisting or enabling any person to violate, any provision of this chapter, or 
of any lawful rule or regulation adopted pursuant to this chapter; and, Section 327.441.2(10), RSMo, by assisting or enabling any person 
to practice or offer to practice any profession licensed or regulated by this chapter who is not licensed and currently eligible to practice 
pursuant to this chapter. 


Board Action: In lieu of denial of Blew & Associates, P.C.’s application for a land surveying certificate of authority, the Board authorized a 
probated license to be issued to Blew & Associates, P.C. Thereafter on June 8, 2017, the Board issued an Order to Blew & Associates, P.C. to 
pay $500 in civil penalties, which shall be handled in accordance with the provisions of section 7 of article IX of the Missouri Constitution. 
In determining the amount the Board decided to impose on Blew & Associates, P.C., it considered the deterrent affect the penalty would 
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have, the circumstances that led to the violations, the severity of the violation and risk to the public, the economic benefits gained by Blew 
& Associates, P.C., and the interests to the public. Within 60 days of the date of the Order, Blew & Associates, P.C. shall issue a cashier’s 
check or money order in the amount of $500 made payable to Treasurer of Pettis County, Missouri, Attn: Kim Lyne, Pettis County Treasurer, 
Pettis County, Missouri, for payment to the county school fund. Upon payment of the civil penalties, the land surveying certificate of 
authority shall be considered in good standing. On or about August 22, 2017, the Board received a cashier's check in the amount of $500 
for the civil penalties from Blew & Associates, P.A. On August 24, 2017, the Board mailed the $500 money order to Kim Lyne, Treasurer of 
Pettis County, Missouri, for payment to the county school fund. Blew & Associates, P.A.’s land surveying certificate of authority, number LS- 
2017018510 is now considered in good standing. 


ROOFING CONSULTANTS LIMITED, E-2017029104 
Waukesha, Wisconsin 


Summary: The Board received information that from at least March 27, 2012 until August 2, 2017, Roofing Consultants Limited offered and 
provided professional engineering services without having renewed its corporate certificate of authority from the Board to offer or provide 
such services. Roofing Consultants Limited was created as a foreign business registered with the Missouri Secretary of State on October 
31, 2002. Roofing Consultants Limited holds a certificate of authority as an architectural corporation number A-2003000841, issued 

by the Board on January 13, 2003, which is current and active. According to Roofing Consultants Limited’s website, www.RCLeng.com, 

RCL Engineering Group is a business unit of Roofing Consultants Limited specializing in forensic and structural engineering and that they 
have licensed Professional Engineers on staff. According to Missouri Secretary of State, RCL Engineering Group was formed on March 27, 
2012, with Roofing Consultants Limited listed as the owner. By its ownership of RCL Engineering Group, and by stating on its website that 

it specializes in forensic and structural engineering and that it has licensed Professional Engineers on staff, Roofing Consultants Limited 
offered to provide professional engineering services in the state of Missouri, which constitutes the practice of professional engineering 

in Missouri. Douglas W. Ernst, a member of Roofing Consultants Limited, is licensed in Missouri as a Professional Engineer. On April 27, 
2017, Mr. Ernst signed and attached his professional engineer’s seal to a Roof Investigation Report prepared by an unlicensed employee of 
Roofing Consultants Limited, on the property for a client in Camdenton, Camden County, Missouri, for submission to Auto Owners Insurance 
Company in connection with an insurance claim. The Roof Investigation Report was on the letterhead of Roofing Consultants Limited, and 
contained the legend, “Engineers, Architects, and Building Envelope Specialists.” The Roofing Investigation Report on its face offered to 
perform professional engineering, and by signing and sealing the document with his professional engineer’s seal, Mr. Ernst confirmed that 
the preparation of the report constituted professional engineering. 


Cause for Discipline: Cause exists for the Board to deny Roofing Consultants Limited’s application for an engineering certificate of authority 


pursuant to Section 327.441.2(6), RSMo, by violation of, or assisting or enabling any person to violate, any provision of this chapter, or of any 
lawful rule or regulation adopted pursuant to this chapter; and, Section 327.441.2(10), RSMo, by assisting or enabling any person to practice or 
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offer to practice any profession licensed or regulated by this chapter who is not licensed and currently eligible to practice pursuant to this chapter. 


Board Action: In lieu of denial of Roofing Consultants Limited’s application for an engineering certificate of authority, the Board authorized 
a probated license to be issued to Roofing Consultants Limited. Thereafter on August 11, 2017, the Board issued an Order to Roofing 
Consultants Limited to pay $500 in civil penalties, which shall be handled in accordance with the provisions of section 7 of article IX of 

the Missouri Constitution. In determining the amount the Board decided to impose on Roofing Consultants Limited, it considered the 
deterrent affect the penalty would have, the circumstances that led to the violations, the severity of the violation and risk to the public, 

the economic benefits gained by Roofing Consultants Limited, and the interests to the public. Within 60 days of the date of the Order, 
Roofing Consultants Limited shall issue a cashier’s check or money order in the amount of $500 made payable to Elaine Gilley, Treasurer 
of Camden County, Missouri, for payment to the county school fund. Upon payment of the civil penalties, the engineering certificate of 
authority shall be considered in good standing. On or about August 16, 2017, the Board received a cashier’s check in the amount of $500 
for the civil penalties from Roofing Consultants Limited. On August 17, 2017, the Board mailed the $500 cashier’s check to the Ms. Elaine 
Gilley, Camden County Treasurer, Camdenton, Missouri. Roofing Consultants Limited’s engineering corporate certificate of authority, number 
E-2017029104, is now considered in good standing. 


STERLING BARNETT LITTLE, INC., A2017029216 
Arlington, Texas 


Summary: Sterling Barnett Little, Inc. is a Texas corporation which registered with the Missouri Secretary of State as a foreign corporation 
doing business in Missouri on October 21, 2008. In 2009, Sterling Barnett Little, Inc. completed architectural work on a clinic renovation 
project for Missouri Urologists Cancer Center in Columbia, Boone County, Missouri. In 2014, Sterling Barnett Little, Inc. performed a cost 
study for a client on a pharmacy upgrade. On June 30, 2016, Mr. Little, President of Sterling Barnett Little, Inc., signed a consent agreement 
with the North Carolina Board of Architecture, acknowledging that he had performed architectural services through the company in the state 
while the company was not registered to perform such services, and paid a civil penalty of $2,500 plus costs and late fees. Mr. Little did not 
report the North Carolina discipline when he renewed his Missouri architect’s license in December 2016. On April 11, 2017, Sterling Barnett 
Little, Inc. filed an application with the Missouri Bard for a certificate of authority as an architectural corporation in the state of Missouri. 


Cause for Discipline: Cause exists for the Board to deny Sterling Barnett Little, Inc.’s application for an architectural certificate of authority 


pursuant to Section 327.441.2(3), RSMo, by use of fraud, deception, misrepresentation or bribery in securing any license or certificate of 
authority issued pursuant to this chapter or in obtaining permission to take any examination given or required pursuant to this chapter; Section 
327.441.2(6), RSMo, by violation of, or assisting or enabling any person to violate, any provision of this chapter, or of any lawful rule or regulation 
adopted pursuant to this chapter; Section 327.441.2(8), RSMo, by disciplinary action against the holder of a license or a certificate of authority, 
or other right to practice any profession regulated by this chapter granted by another state, territory, federal agency or country upon grounds for 
which revocation or suspension is authorized in this state; and, Section 327.441.2(10), RSMo, by assisting or enabling any person to practice or 
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offer to practice any profession licensed or regulated by this chapter who is not licensed and currently eligible to practice pursuant to this chapter. 


Board Action: In lieu of denial of Sterling Barnett Little, Inc.’s application for an architectural certificate of authority, the Board authorized 
a probated license to be issued to Sterling Barnett Little, Inc. Thereafter on August 11, 2017, the Board issued an Order to Sterling Barnett 
Little, Inc. to pay $500 in civil penalties, which shall be handled in accordance with the provisions of section 7 of article IX of the Missouri 
Constitution. In determining the amount the Board decided to impose on Sterling Barnett Little, Inc., it considered the deterrent affect the 
penalty would have, the circumstances that led to the violations, the severity of the violation and risk to the public, the economic benefits 
gained by Sterling Barnett Little, Inc., and the interests to the public. Within 60 days of the date of the Order, Sterling Barnett Little, Inc. 
shall issue a cashier’s check or money order in the amount of $500 made payable to Tom Darrough, Boone County Treasurer, Boone 
County, Missouri, for payment to the county school fund. Upon payment of the civil penalties, the engineering certificate of authority shall 
be considered in good standing. On or about August 22, 2017, the Board received a cashier’s check in the amount of $500 for the civil 
penalties from Sterling Barnett Little, Inc. On August 24, 2017, the Board mailed the $500 money order to Tom Darrough, Treasurer of 
Boone County, Missouri, for payment to the county school fund. Sterling Barnett Little, Inc.’s architectural certificate of authority, number 
A-2017029216 is now considered in good standing. 


CIVIL PENALTY 


LEE MECHANICAL CONTRACTORS, INC. (NOT LICENSED) 
Park Hills, Missouri 


Summary: The Board received information that in June 2005, Ernest Gibson, on behalf of Lee Mechanical Contractors, requested that an 
engineering and architectural firm located in Farmington, Missouri, design a set of apartments to be called the Falcon Street Apartment 
for construction in Park Hills, Missouri. The firm, through its staff architect, created a design for buildings with two floors consisting of four 
apartment units each, plans for which were provided to Ernest Gibson and Lee Mechanical Contractors. The Falcon Street project was 
designed to comply with the Building Officials and Code Administrations (BOCA) Code, 1996 version, which was the applicable building 
code at the time. On November 23, 2015, Gale Grounds of Lee Mechanical Contractors contacted the firm to request a proposal to update 
the Falcon Street design for a new project to be built on Donnelly Street in the City of Leadington, Missouri. On November 25, 2015, the 
firm emailed a proposal to Mr. Grounds which stated that the design would be updated to meet BOCA Code, 2012 version, which was then 
required by the City of Leadington. Lee Mechanical Contractors did not engage the firm or any other licensed architect or professional 
engineer to design the Donnelly Street project. Instead, at the direction of Nick Gibson, chief operating officer, Lee Mechanical Contractors 
copied the plans the firm provided for the Falcon Street project, removed the firm’s border and title block, and cut and pasted information 
to adapt the Falcon Street plans to create plans for the Donnelly Street project. Nick Gibson submitted the altered plans to the City of 
Leadington, which issued a building permit. With the knowledge of Nick Gibson, the revised plans were sent to India to be redrawn to 
scale. The firm was not informed of the copying of its plans and did not update, agree to, or approve the use of the plans for a different 
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project. Construction on the Donnelly Street unit was underway, using the plans Nick Gibson created by copying and altering plans the firm 
provided for the Falcon Street project. The Donnelly Street plans, designed for compliance with the 1996 version of the BOCA Code, were 
not updated to comply with the 2012 BOCA Code currently in effect and are out of date, were not been updated to comply with accessibility 
requirements, and were not created with the specific site in mind. The Donnelly Street plans also did not incorporate changes the firm made 
to the Falcon Street plans to comply with city review. No architect or professional engineer drafted, reviewed, approved, signed, or sealed 
the Donnelly Street construction plans. The Donnelly Street plans contained detail and design constituting the practice of architecture as 
defined in Section 327.091, RSMo. The Donnelly Street project contains 24 apartment units designed to house 24 families, well in excess 
of the two family dwelling units which may be designed by one not licensed as an architect under the terms of Section 327.101.5(b), RSMo. 
The Donnelly Street project consists of four units, each with two floors of ranging from 6,564 to 10,042 square feet, greatly exceeding the 
2000 square foot maximum that may be designed by a person who is not a licensed architect under the terms of Section 327.101.5(d), 
RSMo. 


Cause for Discipline: By preparing, submitting for approval, and engaging in construction based on plans containing content which may 
only be prepared by a licensed architect, Lee Mechanical Contractors engaged in the unlicensed practice of architecture in violation of 
Section 327.101, RSMo, which conduct may be enjoined under the terms of Section 327.075, RSMo. The Donnelly Street plans contain 
detailed foundation and structural detail which constitutes the practice of professional engineering. By preparing, submitting for approval, 
and engaging in construction based on plans containing content which may only be prepared by a licensed professional engineer, Lee 
Mechanical Contractors engaged in the unlicensed practice of professional engineering in violation of Section 327.191, RSMo, which 
conduct may be enjoined under the terms of Section 327.075, RSMo. 


Board Action: The Board authorized its Litigation Counsel to proceed with settlement. Thereafter, on July 18, 2017, Lee Mechanical 
Contractors, Inc. entered into a Settlement Agreement with the Missouri Board for Architects, Professional Engineers, Professional Land 
Surveyors, and Professional Landscape Architects. In the Settlement Agreement, Lee Mechanical Contractors, Inc. agreed to pay $5,000 

in civil penalties, which shall be handled in accordance with the provisions of section 7 of article IX of the Missouri Constitution. In 
determining the amount the Board decided to impose on Lee Mechanical Contractors, Inc., it considered the deterrent affect the penalty 
would have, the circumstances that led to the violations, the severity of the violation and risk to the public, the economic benefits gained 
by Lee Mechanical Contractors, Inc., and the interests to the public. Within 6O days of the date of the Order, Lee Mechanical Contractors, 
Inc. shall issue a cashier’s check or money order in the amount of $5,000 made payable to Kerry Glore, the St. Francois County Treasurer, 
St. Francois County, Missouri, for payment to the county school fund. As a part of the Settlement Agreement, Lee Mechanical Contractors, 
Inc. will provide the Board with the following information regarding the Donnelly Street project: a) A copy of revised building plans signed 
and sealed by Missouri-licensed architects and professional engineers, as appropriate; b) A list of all changes made to the building plans in 
the process of review by licensed architects and professional engineers; and, c) A copy of a certificate of substantial completion prepared 
by a Board-licensed architect, certifying that construction has been completed in accordance with the signed and sealed plans. In addition, 
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Lee Mechanical Contractors, Inc. shall cease and desist the performance of all architectural and/or professional engineering activity and 
advertisement of any self-performed architectural and/or professional engineering activity until such time as Lee Mechanical Contractors, 
Inc. obtains a certificate of authority to practice architecture and/or professional engineering from the Board. On or about July 24, 2017, the 
Board received a cashier’s check in the amount of $5,000 for the civil penalties from Lee Mechanical Contractors, Inc. On July 24, 2017, 
the Board mailed the $5,000 cashier’s check to Kerry Glore, the St. Francois County Treasurer, St. Francois County, Missouri, for payment to 
the county school fund. A licensed architect prepared and sealed final plans and certified that the project was completed in compliance with 
applicable standards.
